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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
JP2000-223430. 

JP'430 teaches a method of cleaning a thermal treatment apparatus that is used 
to deposit films on the object contained in a treatment vessel utilizing TEOS. The 
apparatus of JP'430 is capable of forming a vacuum. The method of JP'430 comprises 
cleaning the heat treatment apparatus by supplying HF gas and NH3 gas into the 
treatment vessel. The temperature during the cleaning is maintained within 30°C -200°C 
range. The cleaning pressure is 10 or more kPa. (0001. 0012, 0015. 0046. 0077. 0089, 
0101). 

With regard to claims 5 and 6, reciting AsSG and BSG films in respective 
preambles, it is noted that, a preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process and where the body of the claim does 
not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps are able 
to stand alone, consult In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67. 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP2000- 
223430. 
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With regard to claim 4, JP'430 does not specifically indicate that the supply 
amount of HF gas is equal to or more than a supply amount of NH3 gas. However, 
JP'430 indicates that NH3 gas is used to remove HF gas, which piles up within the 
treatment apparatus during cleaning and cannot be efficiently removed by suction or 
fluctuation of pressure (0101 ). Therefore, since the supplied amount of HF gas is result 
effective, one skilled in the art would have found obvious to introduce the necessary 
result effective amount of NH3 gas in order to completely remove HF gas from the 
treatment apparatus of JP'430. It is noted here that discovery of optimum value of result 
effective variable in known process is ordinarily within the skill in the art and would have 
been obvious, consult In re Boesch and Slaney 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980).
